3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  ^vill  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  roads  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  Memorial  Day  Ex- 
penses. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  atithorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  any  property  taken  by  tax  title  or 
otherwise,  providing  such  property  is  advertised  fifteen 
days  in  advance  of  sale  and  such  notice  be  posted  in 
three  public  places. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $400  to  continue  the  development  of 
the  Town  Hall  Parking  Lot. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  |750  to  complete  the  construction 
of  the  Epping  Little  League  baseball  field.  Any  money 


not  used  for  construction  will  go  towards  the  Little 
League  program.  The  same  to  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  officials  of  the  Little  League  and  the  Selectmen. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,200  for  a  new  fire  alarm  system  (a 
complete  air  system)  . 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $851.00  and  the  State  to  contribute 
$5,673.36  towards  Class  V  Road  construction  in  our 
town. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,000  to  be  spent  on  the  hills  of  the 
village  namely:  Mill  St.,  Bartlett  St.,  and  Moore  St. 
The  "work  to  consist  of  scarifying,  making  a  new  surface 
and  tarring. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $50  for  membership  in  the  Seacoast 
Regional  Development  Association. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  stim  of 
$2,000  for  the  purchase  of  the  Folsom  Mill  Privilege  at 
West  Epping  now  owned  by  Shaw  and  Wool.  Said  sums 
to  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  the  town's  notes  or  bonds 
extending  over  a  period  of  not  more  than  four  years; 
all  other  matters  of  form,  rates  of  interest,  dates  of 
issue  and  dates  of  payments  to  be  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Selectmen. 

14.  To  see  if  the  toAvn  will  vote  to  adopt  a  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  recommended  by  the  Epping  Planning 
Board  and  other  citizens  and  to  take  any  action  relat- 
ing thereto  in  pursuance  of  authority  conferred  by 
Chapter  31,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated, 1958,  as  amended.  (See  Later  pages  for  Ordi- 
nance) 

15.  And  to  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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PROPOSED  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

for  the 

TOWN  OF  EPPING,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  promote  the  health,  safety,  morals,  convenience  of  Epping,  the 
following  ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters  of  said  Town  in 
Town  Meeting  convened  March  1958  in  pursuance  of  authority  con- 
ferred by  Chapter  31,  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1955,  as 
amended. 

ARTICLE  I 

Districts 
For  the  pmposes  of  this  ordinance  the  Town  shall  be  divided  into 
the  Residential   District,  the  Business  District  and  the  Industrial  Dis- 
trict as  shown  on  the  zoning  map  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  dated 
March  1958. 

ARTICLE  II 
Geiieral  Definitions 
For    the   piapose   of   this   ordinance,    certain    terms   are   defined   as 
follows: 

1.  "Home  produce  and  products"  means  and  includes  every  thing 
of  an  agricultural  nature,  grown,  produced,  conditioned  or 
otherwise  carried  on  the  property  of  the  resident,  also  such 
articles  as  are  manufactured  or  altered  by  members  of  the 
household  of  the  bonafide  resident  of  any  property. 

2.  "Permanent  residents."  A  family  shall  be  considered  permanent 
residents  when  they  have  used  an)  building  continuously  as  a 
residence  for  a  period  of  six  months  or  more. 

3.  "Frontage"  shall  mean  the  length  of  the  lot  bordering  on  the 
public  right  of  way. 

4.  "Accessory  buildings"  shall  mean  those  buildings  not  used 
as  a  dwelling  for  human  habitation  on  a  lot  and  subordinate 
and  incidental  to  the  main  building  thereon. 

5.  The  term  "Owner"  shall  mean  any  person  or  groups  ol  per- 
sons, their  agents  and  employees  who  are  responsible  for  the 
control  of  property. 

6.  The  terms  "Mobile  house"  or  "Trailer"  shall  mean  any  struc- 
ture designed  as  a  dwelling  unit  and  so  constructed  as  to  be 
easily  transported  on   the  public  highway. 

7.  "Trailer  park"  or  "Mobile  house  park"  means  a  land  area  occu- 
pied or  designed  for  occupancy  h\  tAvo  or  more  trailers  in  use 
for  living  purposes. 


8.  The  term  "Tent"  shall  mean  any  structure  constructed  princi- 
pally of  canvas  or  other  non-rigid  material.  It  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  ordinance  considered  a  mobile  house. 

9.  "Nonconforming  Use."  A  nonconforming  use  is  a  use  in  any 
building  or  structure  existing  before  this  ordinance  takes  effect 
\vhich  does  not  conform  to  the  use  regulations  of  the  district 
in  \vhich  such  use  exists. 

ARTICLE  III 

General  Proinsions 

A.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  existing  buildings  or  dwell- 
ings (including  trailers),  but  after  passage  of  this  Ordinance  it  shall 
be  unlawful  to  erect  or  install  any  building  or  alter  the  bulk  of  any 
building  or  relocate  any  building  except  an  accessory  building  without 
first  obtaining  a  building  permit  from  the  Building  Inspector.  How- 
ever no  permit  shall  be  required  for  remodeling,  repairing  or  main- 
tainmg,  where  the  purpose  for  \vhich  the  building  is  to  be  used  is  not 
changed. 

B.  No  junk  yard  or  place  for  the  disposition,  storage,  or  sale  of 
discarded  machinery,  vehicles,  glass,  paper,  cordage,  garbage,  refuse, 
cr  other  waste  or  discarded  material  shall  be  inaintained  in  the  Town, 
within  two  hundred  (200)  feet  of  any  public  right  of  way  exclusive 
of  any  area  known  as  a  Town  Dump.  A  jimk  yard  may  continue  as  a 
nonconforming  use  if  within  the  period  it  is  completely  hidden  from 
any  highway  by  a  continuous  solid  fence  O'f  such  height,  not  less  then 
eight  (8)  feet  high  in  any  case,  as  to  screen  completely  the  opera- 
tions cf  the  junk  yard.  Plans  of  such  building  or  fence  shall  be 
unanimously  approved  in  writing  to  ilie  owner  of  the  same  b)  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  before  it  is  erected. 

C.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  shall  permit  fire  or  other  ruins 
to  he.  left,  biu  shall  remo\e  the  same  to  ground  level  within  two  (2) 
years. 

D.  Any  uses  that  may  be  obnoxious  or  injurious  to  the  neighbor- 
hood or  the  town  by  reason  of  fumes,  noise,  vibrations,  or  similar  con- 
ditions, or  that  are  dangerous  to  the  comfort,  peace,  enjoyment, 
health  or  safety  of  the  inhabitants  or  lending  to  their  disturl^ance  or 
annoyance  are  prohibited. 

E.  No  sign  advertising  goods,  property,  or  services  shall  be  larger 
than  sixteen  (16)  square  feet  overall  and  no  such  sign  shall  be  displaced 
except  on  premises  where  such  goods,  jaroperty,  or  services  are  avail- 
able or  for  sale  and  except  that  larger  signs  or  signs  on  other  premises 
may  be  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  subject  to  restrictions 
it  imposes  as  to  size,  location  and  duration  of  permit  provided  such 
larger  signs  refer  only  to  goods,  property  or  sei'vice  available  or  for 
sale  in   Epping  and  are  local  advertising    (not  state-wide  or  national). 
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ARTICLE  IV 

Trailers,  Mobile  Houses, 
Trailer  Parks  and  Mobile  House  Parks 

Skciion  1.  A  single  trailer  or  a  single  mol:)ile  house  may  be  located 
anywhere  in  the  Residential  District  (exce^st  on  lots  bordering  en 
Route;  101  or  125)  provided  it  meets  all  frontage,  front  yard,  side  and 
back  yard,  minimum  land  area  and  sanitary  jDrotection  requirements 
specified  in  this  ordinance  for  buildings  and  lots  located  in  the  Resi- 
dential District.  Camps  (so-called)  used  as  part  of  construction,  lum- 
bering or  other  similar  operation  shall  require  a  special  permit  limited 
strictly  to  the  duration  of  the  operation. 

Sec  HON'  2.  Trailer  parks  and  mobile  house  parks  are  prohibited  in 
Epping. 

Section  3.  -All  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  regulation^ 
o.  Slate  departments  applicable  to  mobile  housing  areas,  trailers  and 
their  occupants  as  herein  defined  shall  be  enforced. 

ARTICLE  V 

District  Boundaries 

Sec  I  ION  1.  The  Residential  District  shall  comprise  the  ^vhole  of 
Epping  except  the  Industrial  District. 

Sec  !  ION  2.  The  Business  District  shall  be  the  area  on  both  sides  of 
Main  Street  from  the  southerly  side  of  Bartlett  Street  southerly  to  the 
intersection  cf  Main  Street  and  Route  125,  on  both  sides  of  Route 
101  from  the  intersection  'ivith  Main  Street  to  the  intersection  with 
Railroad  Avenue  and  on  both  sides  of  Route  125. 

Section  3.  The  Industrial  District  shall  be  the  areas  formerly  of 
Star  Brick  Yard,  (Epping)  Boston  and  Alaine  Railroad  property.  {We  t 
Epping)  and  property  of  Ludwin  Proulx  on  Route  125,  and  such 
other  areas  as  mav  be  available  and  are  appro\ed  bv  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

ARTICLE  \'I 

District  Proxiisions 
Section    1.    The   Residential   District  shall  enjoy  among  others   the 
following: 

1.  It  shall  be  a  district  mainly  of  farms  and  residences. 

2.  No  building  shall  house  more  than  two  families  as  permanen: 
residents  except  that  any  building  existing  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  may  house  more  than  two  families,  pro^'ided  that  kitchen 
and  bathroom   facilities  be  proAided  for  each  additional  family. 

3.  Tourist  homes  may  be  maintained  and  operated,  pro\ided  thai 
not  more  than  ten  (10)  adult  transient  guests  are  acconunodalcd  at 
one  time. 
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4.  Residences  may  be  used  to  house  the  use  by  the  owner  or  tenant 
of  a  recognized  profession,  such  as  doctor,  engineer,  architect,  lawyer, 
real  estate  and  insurance,  or  hair  dresser,  except  that  not  more  than 
two  (2)  persons  shall  be  there  employed  in  addition  to  the  owner  or 
tenant. 

5.  Churches,  schools  and  sanitariiuns  are  permitted  in  this  District. 

6.  Land  Requirements. 

(a)  All  parts  of  every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  at  least  twent}-five  (25)  feet  or  such  distance 
as  shall  conform  with  the  existing  building  line  of  build- 
ings within  five  hundred  (500)  feet  on  each  side;  all  parts  of 
buildings  shall  be  set  back  at  least  ten  (10)  feet  from  side 
and  rear  lot  lines:  except  ^vhere  a  building  existing  \vhen 
this  ordinance  is  enacted  and  not  in  compliance  Avith  this 
section  is  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  cause,  the  owner  may 
rebuild  on  the  same  location  \\'ithin  a  period  of  two  (2) 
years  from  the  date  of  such  loss,  but  sidjject  to  all  other 
sections  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  The  frontage  of  any  lot  on  ponds,  rivers,  federal,  state 
or  town  highways  shall  be  a  minimum  of  one  hundred 
(100)  feet,  provided  that  where  lots  are  located  on  the 
exterior  of  a  curving  highway  a  shorter  front  dimension 
shall  be  permitted  if  the  average  \vidth  of  the  lot  measured 
across  its  center  shall  be  not  less  than  one  hundred  (100) 
feet. 

(c)  No  lot  shall  be  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  by  one  hundred 
fifty  (150)  feet  in  area  except  that  any  smaller  lot  on  record 
in  Rockingham  Registry  of  Deeds  when  this  ordinance 
takes  effect  shall  be  permitted  but  if  adjoining  lots  are 
owned  by  the  same  o\\'ner  this  exception  shall  not  apply. 

Section  2.    The  Business  District  shall  enjoy  among  others: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  District  under  the  same 
provisions  that  apply  to  residences  in  that  district. 

2.  Lodging  houses,  apartment  houses,  hotels,  motels,  tourists  courts 
or  cabins,  including  such  retail  businesses  within  these  permitted 
liuildings  as  are  conducted  for  the  convenience  of  the  residents  or 
guests. 

3.  Shops,  restaurants  and  other  retail  businesses. 

4.  Garages,  parking  lots  and  filling  stations. 

5.  Business  offices,  banks,  theaters,  halls  and  clubs. 

6.  When  the  set-back  of  adjacent  coinmercial '  or  business  build- 
ings on  the  same  highway  is  less  than  that  specified  in  the  Residential 
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District,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  may  permit  a  location  to  conform 
to  a  corresponding  alignment  of  such  buildings. 

SicrioN  3.  The  Industrial  District  may  include:  manufacturing, 
machine  shops,  storage  of  goods,  petroleum  and  coal  products  and 
other  uses. 

1.  An  industry  shall  be  located  at  least  sixty  (60)  feet  from  the 
edge  of  any  right  of  \vay,  and  not  less  than  twent)  (20)  feet  from  each 
side  and  rear  boundary. 

2.  An  industry  must  provide  adequate  parking  facilities  for  freight, 
delivery  trucks,  employee  and  visitor  parking. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Section  1.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  this  ordinance  takes  effect, 
and  thereafter  as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  the  members  of  a  Board  of  Adjustment  to  serve  without  com- 
pensation. The  Selectmen  shall  also  appoint  a  Building  Inspector  to 
serve  for  three  (3)  years.  His  compensation  shall  be  the  fees  for  per- 
mits issued. 

Section  2.  In  addition  to  the  general  powers  granted  to  said  Board, 
by  said  Chapter  31,  as  amended,  it  may  in  harmony  \\Tth  and  subject 
to  its  provisions: 

1.  Permit  a  nonconiorming  temporary  use  for  an  initial  period 
of  not  more  than  one  (1)  year.  Permits  may  be  renewed  by  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  ibr  successive  periods  of  not  more  than  one  (1) 
year  each. 

2.  Waive  the  Residential  District  frontage  requirements  Avhere  there 
are  unusual  conditions  of  street  curvature,  topography  or  subsurface 
conditions.  In  such  cases,  however,  the  average  width  of  the  lot  shall 
be  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  frontage  requirements. 

3.  Permit  in  the  Residential  District  a  commercial  or  an  industrial 
use  which  at  a  public  hearing  proves  it  can  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  Industrial  District  as  well  as  all  other  pertinent  facls  of  this 
ordinance. 

ARTICLE   VIII 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  other  duties  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
is  lie  or  refuse  to  issue  permits  alter  proper  investigation.  The  person 
receiving  a  permit  shall  pay  the  Inspector  therefor  a  fee  of  fi\e  (5) 
dollars. 

Seciion  2.  Upon  receiving  any  well  founded  information  that  this 
ordinance  is  being  violated,  the  Selectmen  shall  on  their  own  initiati\e 
take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by 
seeking  injunctions  in  the  Superior  Court  or  by  other  appropriate 
legal  action.  But   if  no  such  steps  are  taken  within  fourteen    (H)  days 
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o[  such  receipt  of  information  the  aggrieved  person  or  persons  may 
take  such  steps  (at  the  expense  of  the  Town  if  so  directed  b)  said 
Court). 

ARTICLE  IX 

Section   1.    Tliis  ordinance  may  be  amended  lay  a  majority  vote  of 

any    legal    to\\'n    meeting  after   such    amendment    is    published   in    the 

warrant   calling   the  meeting  and  after  such  amendment   has  received 

a  public  hearing  has  been  given  a  fifteen    (15)  days  prior  legal  notice. 

ARTICLE  X 

SiiciiON  1.  Every  person,  firm,  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  (iO) 
dollars  upon  conviction  for  each  day  such  violation  shall  exist. 

ARTICLE  XI 

Section  1.  The  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality  of  any  part  of 
this  ordinance  shall  not  affect  any  other  part  and  the  rest  shall  con- 
tinue effective.  If  this  ordinance  differs  with  any  law  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  in  restriction  or  standard  that  which  imposes  the 
greater  restriction  or  higher  standard  shall  govern. 

ARTICLE   XII 

SEcriON    I.    This   ordinance  shall    take   effect   upon   its   passage.

"No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  pro- 
vided by  Section  29  unless  he  shall  have  filed  with  the 
selectmen  on  or  before  April  fifteenth  of  each  year  an 
application  therefor  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury 
on  a  form  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  selectmen." 

Printed  above  is  a  portion  of  the  law  governing  prop- 
erty tax  exemption  to  servicemen  or  widows  of  service- 
men which  must  be  followed  if  exemption  is  to  be 
allowed  in  1957.  The  Exemption  Law  has  also  been 
revised  so  that  only  Residential  Real  Estate  as  defined 
below  can  be  exempted  from  Taxation. 

"Residential  Real  Estate;  That  Real  Estate  that  a 
person  occupies  as  his  principal  place  of  abode  together 
with  any  land  or  buildings  appurtenant  thereto.

Report  of  the  President  and  Executive  Secretary 
Year  Ending  September  15,  1957 


This  twenty-third  annual  report  will  briefly  touch 
upon  some  of  the  more  important  events  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's activities. 

The  distribution  of  our  ever  popular  information  and 
guide  book  "The  Seacoast  Region  of  New  Hampshire 
Awaits  Your  Pleasure"  has  been  significant  in  that  a 
record  number  have  been  mailed  directly  to  individuals 
definitely  interested  in  the  Region  and  the  State. 

More  than  forty  percent  of  the  25,000  published  have 
been  sent  to  these  individuals  upon  personal  request  and 
through  selections  from  authentic  lists  of  inquiries  for 
the  information  the  book  contains.  The  remaining 
sixty  percent  were  effectively  used  through  the  various 
valuable  information  services  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

The  six  regional  associations  joined  in  an  exhibit  at 
the  Boston  Herald  Travelcade  in  November  1956  and 
will  participate  again  in  October  1957. 

The  $1,175,000.00  Federal  Project  removing  hazards 
to  navigation  in  Portsmouth  Harbor  and  the  Piscataqua 
River  is  now  completed.  A  resolution  for  authorization 
of  further  surveys  in  the  upper  part  of  the  River  has 
been  presented  by  Congressman  Chester  E.  Merrow  to 
the  Public  Works  Committee  of  the  U.  S.  House  of 
Representatives. 

Sponsored  by  the  (State)  Harbor  Advisory  Committee 
of  which  the  Executive  Secretary  is  Chairman,  legisla- 
tion creating  a  New  Hampshire  Port  Authority  has 
been  enacted. 
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Full  surveys  of  Rye  and  Hampton  Harbors  by  the 
U.  S.  Army  Engineers  have  been  completed  and  favor- 
able reports  are  expected  soon. 

Determined  efforts  have  been  exerted  for  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  State  Pier  at  Hampton  Harbor. 

Funds  have  been  allotted  for  a  study  by  Army  Engi- 
neers on  extension  downstream  of  the  Cocheco  River 
Flood  Control  Project. 

Legislation  recreating  the  N.  H.  Shore  Fisheries  Ad- 
visory Committee  has  been  enacted. 

Sponsored  by  our  Mosquito  Control  Committee,  legis- 
lation enabling  establishment  of  insect  and  pest  control 
districts  in  the  State  has  been  enacted. 

The  Association  services  through  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary and  Prof.  C.  F.  Jackson  of  our  Fisheries  Committee, 
cooperating  with  the  Portsmouth  Rotary  Club,  the 
Portsmouth  Y.M.C.A.,  Camp  Gundalow  and  the  Town 
of  Greenland,  were  instrumental  in  securing  the  Winni- 
cut  River  Dam. 

Extensive  data  on  the  Region  for  a  directory  of  His- 
toric Lore  in  New  Hampshire  was  compiled  by  Mrs. 
F.  W.  Randall  for  our  Historic  Sites  Committee. 

Legislation  for  the  study  of  the  pollution  problem  in 
Great  Bay  and  the  rivers  has  been  enacted. 

Through  action  of  our  Agricultural  Committee  in 
addition  to  4-H  Clubs  merit  awards,  the  club  leaders 
now  receive  the  National  4-H  News  Magazine. 

Some  of  these  objectives  were  initiated  or  sponsored 
by  the  Association  and  in  others  every  possible  assistance 
has  been  extended.  Special  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  good  services  of  our  legislators.  In  these  and 
other  endeavors  our  associations  with  other  groups  and 
agencies,  Local,  State  and  Federal  have  been  harmonious 
and  productive. 
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Also  the  cooperative  work  of  the  Six  Neighborly 
Regions  of  New  Hampshire  has  brought  forth  many 
expressions  of  commendation.  Our  greatest  need  is 
more  interest  and  support  in  our  constructive  pur- 
poses.

accordance  with  R.S.A.  Chapter  194,  Section  27  to  any 
other  state-approved  high  school  or  academy. 

3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
School  Board  to  negotiate  a  contract  with  Sanborn  Sem- 
inary for  the  education  of  certain  of  its  high  school 
pupils  for  the  1958-'59-'60  school  years  at  a  tuition  fee

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


In  accordance  with  the  vote  o£  the  School  District 
Meeting  held  March  16,  1957  which  established  a 
School  Planning  Committee,  the  following  report  and 
recommendations  are  hereby  submitted: 

1)  The  committee  and  other  interested  townspeople 
held  several  meetings  to  try  to  determine  what  could 
be  done  to  alleviate  the  school  problems  in  Epping. 
It  was  decided  that  the  High  School  offered  the  most 
imimediate  problems;  therefore,  it  concentrated  its 
efforts  in  that  direction.  The  best  solution  to  the  prob- 
lem of  enrollments  and  expense  in  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  was  the  formation  of  a  Cooperative  High 
School.  As  everyone  knows,  meetings  were  held  in  the 
Towns  of  Raymond,  Brentwood,  Fremont,  and  Epping 
itself  with  the  idea  of  enlightening  the  people.  Several 
public  meetings  were  held  with  men  from  the  State 
Department  of  Education  as  the  principal  speakers. 
On  June  18,  1957  a  special  school  meeting  was  called 
for  the  purpose  of  voting  either  in  favor  or  against  the 
"cooperative  idea."  In  Epping  and  Fremont  the  vote 
was  definitely  in  favor  by  an  overwhelming  majority. 
Raymond  lost  by  fifteen  (15)  votes,  and  Brentwood 
vetoed  the  idea  very  resoundingly.  Therefore,  the  com- 
mittee had  no  alternative  but  to  wait  for  Raymond  to 
vote  again.  After  waiting  for  several  months,  and  after 
the  committee  from  the  State  Department  had  visited 
the  High  School,  it  was  decided  that  we  could  afford  to 
wait  no  longer. 

2)  In  February  of  this  year,  the  committee  visited 
Sanborn  Seminary  and  Newmarket  High  School  to 
determine  the  possibility  of  sending  our  High  School 
students  to  either  one  or  both  of  the  preceding  schools 
as  tuition  students.  These  two  schools  seemed  to  offer 
the  best  possibility  available  to  the  students  since  others 
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seem  to  be  in  the  same  predicament  as  Epping.  Sanborn 
has  reported  very  favorably  in  our  favor.  Newmarket 
has  not  had  sufficient  time  to  study  the  situation  so  that 
at  this  writing  the  committee  can  not  state  a  positive 
fact  in  that  direction.  By  the  time  of  our  school  meet- 
ing it  is  hoped  that  we  will  have  some  word  from  them. 
Both  schools  quoted  a  tuition  price  of  $350.00;  Sanborn 
includes  transportation,  while  Newmarket,  if  they  could 
take  us,  will  not.  The  per  pupil  cost  of  keeping  the 
school  in  Epping  for  the  next  year  will  be  approximate- 
ly $435.00. 

3)  The  third  solution  to  the  High  School  problem 
is  the  addition  to  the  present  physical  plant.  This  was 
not  given  serious  consideration  by  the  committee  since 
it  felt  that  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  town  was  not 
sufficient  to  warrant  it,  and  there  is  a  question  that 
the  State  Department  would  allow  it.  However,  if  the 
people  feel  that  they  would  like  this  phase  investigated 
further,  the  committee  would  be  glad  to  oblige. 

On  January  20,  1958  three  staff  members  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education  visited  Epping  High  School 
for  the  purpose  of  recommending  the  necessary  qualifi- 
cations the  School  would  need  for  Certification  as  an 
accredited  High  School  and  to  make  other  recommen- 
dations that  would  seem  to  need  attention.  The  State 
Department  felt  that  this  report  should  be  made  public 
and  the  committee  feels  that  since  taxpayers'  money 
must  be  spent  for  any  solution  to  our  problem,  it  is 
their  duty  to  see  that  they  are  informed  of  all  facts 
available  with  no  comment  whatsoever.  The  follo^ving 
report  and  accompanying  letter  are  reported  verbatim. 

Accompanying  letter  dated  Jan.  24,  1958  addressed  to 
George  P.  Sullivan  from  C.  Paul  Quimby,  Associate 
Director,  Secondary  School  Services. 
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Report  on  Visit  to  Epping  High  School 
January  20,  1958 

On  Monday,  January  20,  1958,  the  following  staff 
members  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  visited 
Epping  High  School:  Miss  Verna  Payson,  Messrs.  Frank 
Brown  and  Paul  Quimby. 

The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  twofold:  first,  to  clarify 
what  action,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  qualify  Epping  High 
School  as  an  Approved  High  School,  under  the  mini- 
mum standards  which  will  go  into  effect  September, 
1958;  second,  to  identify  aspects  of  the  school  plant  and 
program  which  are  in  need  of  attention  if  Epping  is  to 
offer  a  truly  comprehensive  high  school  program. 

In  addition  to  the  comments  included  in  this  report, 
other  recommendations  and  suggestions  were  presented 
verbally  to  Superintendent  George  P.  Sullivan,  and 
Principal  Bertrand  Roger.  Although  these  are  not  de- 
tailed here,  it  is  hoped  that  each  will  be  given  careful 
consideration. 

Action  Necessary  Under  Minimuin  Standards 

1.  The  number  of  academic  courses,  including  alter- 
nating courses,  is  only  18.  At  least  two  more  academic 
courses  must  be  offered. 

2.  The  number  of  practical  arts  courses,  including 
alternating  courses,  is  only  nine.  At  least  three  more 
practical  arts  courses  must  be  offered.  Because  no  op- 
portunities are  currently  being  offered  boys  in  Practical 
Arts,  it  is  recommended  that  consideration  be  given  to 
the  conception  of  an  Industrial  Arts  program. 

3.  Only  two  Fine  Arts  opportunities  are  being  of- 
fered at  present,  both  in  the  field  of  vocal  music.  At 
least  one  more  offering  must  be  provided  and  it  is  hoped 
that  consideration  be  given  to  both  Instrumental  music 
and  Visual  Art. 
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4.  The  Principal  is  currently  teaching  four  courses 
and  has  two  study  halls  to  supervise.  Under  the  mini- 
mum standards  at  least  25%  of  the  Principals'  time  must 
be  free  from  teaching  and  study  duties  so  that  he  can 
fulfill  his  supervisory  and  administrative  responsibili- 
ties. 

5.  The  teaching  schedule  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Barnes  is 
interpreted  as  requiring  six  different  preparations.  Her 
load  must  be  reduced  to  meet  the  requirement  that  no 
teacher  shall  have  more  than  five  different  preparations. 

6.  Because  the  present  Library  is  inadequate,  the 
administration  is  reminded  that  any  plans  for  adding 
to  or  altering  the  present  plant  must  also  include  ade- 
quate provisions  for  a  school  library,  as  stipulated  in 
the  minimum  standards. 

7.  The  Minimum  Standards  require  that  students 
complete  certain  subjects  prior  to  graduation.  The 
present  program  of  studies  does  not  provide  for  meeting 
the  requirements  in  Mathematics  and  Science.  The 
policy  of  the  school  with  respect  to  graduation  require- 
ments must  be  crystallized  and  noted  on  the  B-form  4 
for  next  year. 

Action  Strongly  Recommended 

In  view  of  the  action  that  must  be  taken  (noted 
above)  and  the  action  noted  below  that  is  strongly  rec- 
ommended, it  is  clear  that  Epping  High  School  will 
need  more  teachers,  more  courses,  more  teacher  sta- 
tions, and  enlarged  facilities  to  provide  for  present  en- 
rollments as  well  as  additional  students.  The  structure 
of  the  building  places  serious  limitations  on  any  such 
addition  or  alteration.  The  administration  is  urged  to 
explore  thoroughly  all  other  alternatives  for  meeting 
its  Educational  problems  rather  than  expanding  the 
present  building.  There  is  real  need  to  direct  continued 
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and  vigorous  efforts  towards  the  development  ot  a  Co- 
operative High  School. 

1)  The  facilities  and  equipment  for  certain  instruc- 
tional areas  are  limited  to  the  point  where  instruction 
is  being  restricted.  Attention  should  be  given  the  fol- 
lowing points: 

a.  The  science  laboratory  is  extremely  limited  in 
space  and  is  poorly  heated.  Equipment  is  exceedingly 
meager,  but  even  with  the  procurement  of  new  equip- 
ment a  great  problem  of  storage  would  exist.  There  is 
a  shortage  of  individual  work  benches  and  a  lack  of 
space  to  accommodate  new  ones.  An  adequate  demon- 
stration table  equipped  with  electricity,  water,  and  gas, 
is  not  provided  for  the  teacher.  Under  the  present  cir- 
cumstances, the  laboratory  should  not  be  used  for  more 
than  eight  students  at  any  time. 

b.  The  business  education  area  is  extremely  lim- 
ited in  space.  If  an  adequate  Office  Practice  Course  were 
instituted,  there  would  not  be  sufficient  space  to  pro- 
vide for  proper  instruction  in  use  of  business  machines. 
Such  machines  are  badly  needed  and  should  be  in- 
cluded in  the  long  range  buying  plans  of  the  school; 
consideration  may  be  given  to  the  rental  of  such  equip- 
ment. 

c.  The  Home  Economics  area  is  seriously  limited 
in  space  and  equipment.  Using  the  Homemaking  Room 
for  a  Home  room  and  two  academic  classes  further  re- 
stricts the  use  of  it  for  Home  Economics.  Plans  should 
be  made  for  enlarging  and  improving  these  facilities. 
Unless  improvements  are  made,  it  appears  doubtful  that 
the  Department  can  long  continue  to  approve  the 
Homemaking  program. 

d.  An  inventory  of  Audio-Visual  Aid  equipment 
should  be  made  to  determine  whether  it  is  adequate  and 
in  good  repair.  The  present  budget  is  too  limited  to 
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provide  adequate  opportunities  for  teachers  to  use 
Audio-Visual  instruction.  A  tape  recorder  should  be 
purchased  for  Language  instruction. 

e.  The  heating  system  should  be  examined  to  de- 
termine whether  it  is  adequate  for  the  building. 

f.  The  room  currently  being  used  for  French  and 
Mathematics  instruction  on  the  first  floor  is  very  small. 
The  administration  is  reminded  that  such  an  inade- 
quate space  should  not  be  used  for  more  than  four  stu- 
dents at  a  time  and  future  teacher-station  needs  should 
not  depend  on  this  area. 

2)  The  program  of  studies  is  inadequate  to  meet 
certain  minimum  standards  noted  earlier  in  this  re- 
port. In  addition,  there  are  several  areas  that  should  be 
re-examined  to  determine  whether  they  are  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  students. 

a.  The  Science  program  does  not  now  provide  for 
a  general  science  for  Grade  9,  but  offers  a  Hygiene 
Course  which  appears  to  be  more  of  a  Social  Studies 
offering  than  a  Science  offering.  A  general  Science  op- 
portunity for  Grade  9  would  be  a  desirable  addition  to 
the  program,  and  the  course  need  not  be  a  duplication 
of  the  work  studied  in  Grades  7  and  8. 

Studies  completed  by  this  Department  indicate  that 
Epping  is  the  only  Secondary  School  in  New  Hamp- 
shire that  has  been  unable  to  offer  both  Physics  and 
Chemistry  over  a  two  year  period.  The  reason  for  this 
is  a  properly  qualified  teacher  could  not  be  obtained 
for  the  course  nor  could  any  teacher  handle  the  instruc- 
tion on  a  permit  basis  without  becoming  overloaded. 
It  is  mged  that  a  qualified  teacher  for  these  vital  courses 
be  obtained  so  that  it  Avill  not  be  necessary  to  resort  to 
correspondence  courses. 

b.  The  Mathematics  program  provides  for  only 
three  years  of  instruction.  The  usual  Sophomore  and 
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Junior  years  of  College  preparatory  Mathematics  have 
been  fused  into  a  single  year  as  an  administrative  ex- 
pedient; under  carefully  controlled  conditions  this  type 
of  fused  Algebra-Geometry  might  be  desirable  if  offered 
for  two  years;  therefore,  it  is  essential  that  either  the 
fused  course  be  offered  for  two  years  or  the  two  courses 
of  Algebra  II  and  Geometry  be  offered  separately,  per- 
haps in  alternating  sequence. 

The  Advanced  Mathematics  course  of  Trigonometry, 
Solid  Geometry,  and  Algebra  should  be  offered  for 
Grade  12  students;  under  the  present  program  some 
students  have  completed  this  in  Grade  1 1 . 

c.  The  Business  program  would  be  strengthened 
if  a  General  Business  Course  of  an  exploratory  nature 
is  offered  for  Grade  9  students.  At  present  the  Business 
Teacher  is  carrying  a  full  course  load.  An  additional 
course  and  more  effective  programming  will  require  an 
additional  teacher. 

The  Senior  Office  Practice  Course  now  offers  training 
to  students  who  have  Shorthand;  a  course  in  Clerical 
Office  Practice  for  students  who  have  not  had  Shorthand 
should  be  offered  to  Seniors,  possibly  in  the  same  period 
as  Secretarial  Office  Practice. 

d.  The  Fine  Arts  offerings  are  limited  to  Chorus 
and  Glee  Club  each  meeting  once  a  week.  These  courses 
should  be  expanded  so  that  they  meet  at  least  two  pe- 
riods each  week  so  that  credit  is  given. 

e.  Modern  Foreign  Language  instruction  should 
provide  for  two  important  objectives;  at  least  three 
years  of  instruction  should  be  provided  and  the  final 
year  of  instruction  should  come  during  the  student's 
Senior  year.  Because  only  two  years  of  French  currently 
offered  and  those  on  an  alternative  basis, ? 

f.  Physical  Education  is  an  important  part  of  the 
program  of  the  modern  school.  Failure  to  provide  for 
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at  least  two  periods  a  week  for  every  boy  and  girl  is  a 
serious  weakness  in  this  program. 

3.  Several  Administrative  arrangements  are  current- 
ly being  used  that  should  be  reviewed.  The  following 
items  should  receive  attention: 

a.  Both  United  States  History  and  a  combined 
class  of  English  11  and  English  12  students  are  over- 
loaded and  should  be  divided  into  two  sections.  These 
large  classes  represent  an  administrative  expedient  to 
prevent  overloading  the  teachers  involved  with  too 
many  periods  of  instruction,  but  it  has  become  detri- 
mental to  instruction. 

b.  In  order  to  prevent  overloading  of  teachers, 
and  in  order  to  provide  sufficient  enrollment,  several 
courses  have  been  set  up  on  an  alternating  basis.  This 
practice  should  be  examined  at  Epping  High  School  to 
determine  ^vhether  as  a  result  course  enrollments  have 
actually  dropped,  ^vhether  facilities  have  become  over- 
loaded, and  whether  it  has  made  it  unnecessarily  diffi- 
cult for  the  teacher  to  provide  adequate  instruction. 

c.  It  was  noted  that  several  correspondence  courses 
were  being  offered  this  year.  Such  courses  are  amend- 
ments to  the  program  of  Studies  and  should  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Department  of  Education  before  the 
student  is  given  credit. 

d.  Because  problems  of  certification  exist  for  three 
of  the  five  regular  teachers,  the  administration  is  urged 
to  clarify  its  responsibilities  for  procuring  qualified 
teachers  and/or  for  assigning  teachers  to  courses  for 
which  they  are  qualified. 

e.  The  History  of  teacher  replacement  at  the 
school  indicates  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
provide  stability  to  the  teaching  staff.  All  personnel 
policies  should  be  reviewed  to  determine  ^vhether  or 
not  the  teachers  are  being  given  a  good  opportunity 
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to  teach  effectively.  It  is  urged  that  teaching  loads  be 
carefully  examined  and  every  effort  be  made  to  assign 
teachers  to  major  subject  areas  rather  than  to  the  di- 
versified assignments  they  are  now  given. 

4.  Several  services  usually  provided  by  a  modern 
Secondary  School  are  not  being  offered.  The  following 
areas  should  receive  attention: 

a.  The  activity  program  of  the  school  is  exceeding- 
ly meager.  This  is  in  part  due  to  the  limited  enrollment. 

b.  The  library  is  inadequate.  The  present  room  is 
limited  in  space  for  development  as  an  adequate  ma- 
terials center.  Following  the  recommendations  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  at  least  $300  should  be 
budgeted  annually  for  reference  books  and  materials 
with  additional  funds  being  appropriated  every  few 
years  for  encyclopedia.  Unabridged  dictionaries  are 
needed.  A  teacher  should  be  assigned  one  period  a  day 
for  work  in  the  development  of  this  facility. 

c.  Guidance  is  now  being  done  by  the  Principal. 
It  would  be  more  appropriate  to  assign  to  a  teacher 
with  some  guidance  background  at  least  two  periods  a 
day  for  individual  counselling  and  for  the  development 
of  allied  aspects  of  an  adequate  guidance  program.  The 
testing  program  of  the  School  should  be  reviewed  to 
determine  whether  it  is  adequate. 

d.  The  sports  program  is  limited  to  one  informal 
sport  and  two  interscholastic  sports.  This  is  far  below 
the  number  of  opportunities  usually  provided  by  mod- 
ern secondary  schools.

The  Committee  wishes  that  the  voters  consider  all 
these  possibilities  as  we  are  definitely  confronted  with 
a  problem  relative  to  the  education  of  our  children  on 
the  High  School  level.  The  voters  must  consider  these 
solutions  and  vote  at  the  School  District  Meeting  in 
March  for  the  solution  they  think  best. 

There  are  five  possible  solutions  to  the  High  School 
Problem: 

1)  Formation  of  a  Cooperative  High  School  District. 

2)  The  maintenance  of  the  present  High  School 
with  increased  cost  due  to  the  requirements  of  the 
minimum  standards. 

3)  An  addition  to  the  present  High  School  which 
will  be  necessary  to  house  future  students  which  will 
necessarily  mean  an  increased  cost. 

4)  The  sending  of  the  students  out  of  town  on  a 
tuition  basis  which  at  the  present  time  offers  the  best 
solution  relative  to  cost  per  pupil  and  opportunities 
offered. 

5)  The  construction  of  a  complete  new  High  School 
unit  which  Avill  involve  a  considerable  cost. 

Please  consider  all  of  these  solutions  when  you  vote 
on  the  School  District  Budget  this  March  of  1958. 

The  School  Planning  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all 
those  who  cooperated  Avith  us  during  the  past  school 
year  and  sincerely  hope  that  our  school  problems  will 
be  solved  in  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned  —  re- 
member we  are  dealing  not  only  Avith  dollars  and  cents, 
but  Avith  the  lives  and  future  of  our  children.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Epping: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report 
to  you: 

It  may  be  true  that  Russia  leads  the  United  States 
in  the  production  of  engineers  and  scientists.  But  that 
is  one  side  of  the  story.  The  other  side  raises  many  ques- 
tions as  to  just  how  far  education  is  extending  among 
Russian  youth,  and  how  good  that  education  is. 

Does  the  average  Russian  child  receive  as  much  edu- 
cation as  the  American  boy  or  girl?  Is  Russian  educa- 
tion below,  equal  to,  or  superior  to  that  of  the  Ameri- 
can system? 

A  little  intensive  reading  in  this  field  of  recent 
educational  literature  reveals  that  about  one-third  of 
the  youth  of  Russia  reach  what  compares  with  the  up- 
per three  grades  of  an  American  high  school.  By  con- 
trast, in  America,  75  per  cent  of  the  young  people  reach 
these  grades.  As  for  higher  education,  less  than  seven 
Russians  of  every  1,000  are  receiving  university  train- 
ing at  college  level. 

Facts  indicate  that  two-thirds  of  the  Russian  children 
are  denied  educational  opportunities  beyond  the 
seventh  grade.  The  reason  for  this  denial  is  acute  short- 
age of  classrooms!  Despite  the  publicity  of  an  expanded 
building  program,  half  of  the  195,000  local  schools  in 
Russia  are  inadequate  because  of  space  shortage. 

The  same  overcrowding  is  extended  to  the  univer- 
sity level;  enrollment  has  risen  110  per  cent  since  1940, 
but  available  space  has  expanded  at  this  level  only  37 
per  cent. 

Under  such  conditions,  tens  of  thousands  of  Russian 
children  —  the  majority  —  are  removed  from  local 
schools  at  abotit  14  years  of  age  and  sent  to  work.  Do 
we  want  this  in  our  schools?  I  don't  think  so! 
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This  unfortunate  group  constitutes  a  pool  of  cheap, 
mobile  labor  under  the  guise  of  educational  procedure 
—  procedure  that  terminates  in  coal  mines  and  fac- 
tories. 

Russia  is  trying  to  impress  the  world  through  such 
scientific  feats  as  Sputnik  I  and  Sputnik  II.  True,  Rus- 
sia has  increased  its  number  of  scientists,  but  at  the 
expense  of  the  majority  of  its  citizens. 

Russia  is  being  criticized  by  Russians  for  the  over 
loading  of  engineering  students,  leaving  the  students 
little  or  no  time  for  independent  study. 

Alexander  G.  Koral,  a  Russian-affairs  specialist  at 
the  Center  for  International  Studies  at  the  Massachu- 
setts Institute  of  Technology,  stated  recently  that  while 
Russia  is  expanding  its  whole  educational  program, 
chiefly  to  meet  Communist  military  objectives,  there  is 
no  immediate  threat  that  Soviet  education  is  about  to 
match  or  surpass  that  of  the  United  States. 

I  believe  that  much  damage  has  been  done  to  our 
educational  system  during  the  past  twenty  years  by  the 
disciples  of  PROGRESSIVE  education.  We  are  now 
ready  for  the  pendulum  to  swing  back  to  the  essential 
methods  and  policies  for  our  public  schools: 

1.  Reading  to  be  taught  in  early  grades,  with  emphasis 
upon  phonetics. 

2.  Cursive  writing  to  be  taught,  starting  in  the  third 
grade,  with  emphasis  on  drill. 

3.  Spelling  to  be  taught  as  a  subject,  in  conjunction 
with  reading,  with  emphasis  upon  phonetics  . 

4.  Basic   arithmetic    to    be    taught   in    the    first   seven 
grades. 

5.  History,  civics  and  geography  to  be  taught  as  sepa- 
rate stibjects. 

6.  The  essentials  of  grammar  and  the  structure  of  Eng- 
lish to  be  taught  in  the  early  grades. 

7.  Greater    use    of    written    essay-type    examinations 
should  be  made  available. 
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8.  A  reasonable  amount  of  homework  should  be  re- 
quired, and  parents  should  be  encouraged  to  super- 
vise home  study. 

9.  Promotion  should  be  determined  primarily  by  pro- 
ficiency. 

Your  school  board  deserves  much  credit  in  eivine 
SO  much  time  and  thought  in  the  preparation  of  the 
budget.  They  have  made  an  honest  attempt  to  see  that 
the  budget  is  well  proportioned  for  the  educational 
needs  of  your  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  EPPING 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
Citizens  of  Epping: 

One  of  the  more  significant  trends  in  education  in 
the  past  few  years  has  been  the  increasing  role  of  guid- 
ance in  the  total  program  of  the  school.  The  education- 
al training  of  our  youth  is  not  complete  until  the 
schools  have  made  provision  for  sound  vocational  and 
educational  guidance  for  each  student.  If  one  of  the 
objectives  of  our  schools  is  to  prepare  our  youth  for 
living,  then  adequate  guidance  must  be  an  integial  part 
of  the  curriculum. 

A  fe-^v  years  ago,  the  Epping  School  District  provided 
a  guidance  director  to  carry  out  this  program.  Even 
though  the  services  of  such  a  director  are  no  longer 
available,  Epping  High  School,  through  its  administra- 
tion and  staff,  continues  to  provide  this  valuable  service. 

The  guidance  program,  as  it  is  now  constituted,  is 
one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  our  total  program. 
It  manifests  itself  as  an  over-all  testing  program  for 
grades  9  through  12,  and  as  an  individual  counseling 
program  provided  by  the  teachers  and  the  principal. 

The  size  of  Epping  High  School  lends  itself  perfectly 
to  the  establishment  of  inter-personal  relationships  be- 
t^veen  teacher  and  student.  Each  teacher  comes  to  know 
each  student  intimately,  and  each  student  comes  to 
expect  a  sympathetic  understanding  from  each  teacher. 
The  students  feel  free  to  bring  any  and  all  of  their 
problems  to  the  teachers,  and  the  teachers  realize  that 
they  know  each  student  well  enough  to  give  him  the 
proper  counseling.  With  the  enrollment  of  the  school 
at  85,  it  is  possible  for  the  principal  to  speak  to  each 
student  privately  on  matters  of  vocational  and  educa- 
tional import,  at  least  twice  a  year. 
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Such  a  unique  situation,  from  the  point  of  view  of 
guidance,  could  not  possibly  exist  in  a  large  school. 
The  State  Department  of  Education  has  recommended 
that  we  provide  a  teacher  who  spends  at  least  half  of 
his  time  on  guidance.  We  feel  that  this  is  an  unrealistic 
recommendation,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  its 
questionable  added  effectiveness  to  our  program,  and 
from  the  point  of  view  of  cost. 

We  also  feel  quite  strongly  that  our  testing  program 
is  more  than  adequate.  Following  is  a  breakdown  of 
the  testing  provided  for  each  grade. 

Grade  9 

The  most  important  skill  required  of  entering  ninth 
grade  students  is  reading.  This  is  true  because  about 
80  percent  of  all  high  school  work  involves  reading. 
In  September,  we  administered  to  all  Freshmen  the 
Iowa  Silent  Reading  Test  to  determine  levels  of  read- 
ing ability.  The  results  of  this  test  were  then  used  to 
determine  the  proper  areas  of  reading  instruction. 
Then  in  May,  an  alternate  form  of  the  test  will  be 
administered  to  determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  in- 
structional program  and  the  growth  in  reading  ability 
of  each  student.  We  feel  that  we  could  add  a  test  of 
general  mental  ability  to  this  grade  level,  provided 
that  it  is  not  administered  in  the  eighth  grade. 

Grade  10 

The  completion  of  grade  10  is  a  crucial  point  in  a 
student's  high  school  career.  He  will  have  demonstrated 
by  this  time  whether  he  is  really  best  suited  for  the  type 
of  training,  college-preparatory,  business  or  general, 
into  which  he  was  guided  when  he  entered  high  school. 
We  will  administer  in  April  the  Essential  High  School 
Content  Battery  to  all  Sophomores  to  determine  their 
levels  of  achievement  in  the  various  subject-matter 
fields.  On  the  basis  of  these  results,  we  can  tell  each  stu- 
dent whether  his  greatest  aptitude  is  in  math  and  sci- 
ence, practical  arts  or  a  general  course. 
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We  will  also  participate  in  the  statewide  Sophomore 
testing  program  during  the  month  of  April.  This  pro- 
gram consists  of  a  cooperative  reading  test  and  a  psy- 
chological test,  both  valuable  for  use  in  guidance  and 
as  a  feature  of  our  standing  in  relation  to  other  schools 
in  the  state. 

Grade  1 1 

The  Junior  year  is  the  point  at  which  the  student  be- 
gins to  decide  definitely,  under  guidance,  what  his  after- 
school  plans  will  be.  Perhaps  the  best  service  we  can  pro- 
vide a  Junior  is  to  help  him  to  know  how  ^vell  he  has 
been  trained  in  comparison  to  other  high  school  Juniors 
all  over  the  country.  This  we  do  through  participation 
in  the  Scholarship  Qualifying  Test,  sponsored  by  the 
National  Association  of  Secondary  School  Principals. 
The  test  will  be  given  this  year  on  April  29.  The  scores 
earned  on  this  test  can  be  used  to  apply  for  more  than 
500  Scholarships  available  through  the  National  Honor 
Society  of  which  we  are  a  member.  For  those  not  pre- 
paring for  further  education  but  rather  for  entrance 
into  the  labor  market,  we  have  available  considerable 
occupational  information.  This  is  best  provided  through 
private  counseling.  Representatives  of  industry,  such  as 
the  General  Electric  Company,  are  invited  to  speak  to 
our  students.  We  also  provide  for  visits  to  the  Univer- 
sity and  the  Teachers  Colleges  for  those  who  are  in- 
terested. 

Grade  12 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  senior  year,  we  read- 
minister  the  Essential  High  School  Content  Battery, 
through  an  alternate  form  of  the  test.  This  test  pro- 
vides comprehensive  testing  of  a  student's  achievement 
in  English,  mathematics,  science  and  social  studies. 
Most  application  forms,  both  for  college  entrance  and 
employment,  call  for  the  results  of  just  such  a  test.  The 
results  are  also  a  graphic  representation  of  the  effective- 
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ness  of  the  instructional  program  over  the  four-year 
period. 

Further,  through  the  United  States  Employment  Ser- 
vice, the  Portsmouth  Office,  we  administer  to  all  seniors 
tests  of  mental  ability  and  vocational  preference.  The 
Employment  Service  then  provides  a  counselor  to  speak 
to  all  prospective  graduates  individually.  Mr.  John 
Duncan  of  the  Portsmouth  office  has  been  most  helpful 
to  our  young  people. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  emphasis  in  our  guidance  pro- 
gram is  on  members  of  the  Senior  Class.  In  the  Fall, 
we  begin  a  systematic  counseling  of  every  senior  on  his 
plans  for  the  future.  By  January  of  this  year,  most  had 
completed  plans  either  for  entrance  to  higher  educa- 
tion or  for  application  to  some  specific  employment. 
During  the  year,  representatives  of  many  schools  are 
invited  to  speak  to  the  members  of  the  class.  We  also 
invite  representatives  of  the  Armed  Forces  to  speak  to 
the  boys  on  the  opportunities  available  to  them  in  the 
service.  It  would  be  difficult  to  duplicate  in  a  large 
school  the  close  personal  service  given  to  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Senior  Class. 

Finally,  let  me  reassure  those  who  feel  that  we  in  the 
high  school  are  not  doing  our  utmost  for  your  children. 
Compare  this  program  to  that  offered  by  other  schools, 
in  scope  and  magnitude.  You  will  have  no  reason  to 
hang  your  heads.

Supervisory  visits  to  each  of  the  grade  school  classes 
are  made  on  a  weekly  basis,  with  one  day  per  month 
allowed  for  office  duties.  Classroom  lessons  and  teaching 
aids  for  the  different  teachers  are  provided  by  the  mtisic 
supervisor. 

A  minstrel  show  was  held  in  the  to^vn  hall  on  De- 
cember 4,  1957,  with  all  the  grades  from  Epping  Cen- 
tral and  a  special  group  from  the  high  school  participat- 
ing. The  proceeds  of  $35.00  are  going  toward  athletic 
equipment.  A  special  Christmas  program  was  pre- 
sented for  the  P.T.A.  on  December  18,  1957. 

In  West  Epping  the  classes  are  visited  weekly  on 
Thursday  mornings.  A  Minstrel  Variety  Show  ^vas  pre- 
sented at  the  town  hall  November  15,  1957.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  $50.00  are  to  be  used  for  a  school  trip  planned 
sometime  in  the  spring.  A  special  Christmas  program 
was  presented  December  19,  1957  at  the  party  given  to 
the  children  by  the  Community  Club. 

In  the  High  School,  the  Girls'  Glee  Club  meets  on 
Tuesday  after  school,  and  a  special  music  group  meets 
on  Thursday  also  after  school.  This  year  four  high 
school  seniors  were  chosen  for  all  State  Chorus  to  be 
held  sometime  in  April,  in  the  Manchester  Armory. 
Plans  are  no^v  being  made  for  an  appreciation  and 
theory  class  to  be  added  to  the  curriculum  for  next 
year. 

I  ^vish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  School  Board, 
Parents,  Friends,  Teachers  and  pupils  for  making  the 
music  program  a  success.

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NURSE'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board,  and  Citizens  of 
Epping: 

Health  practices  have  proceeded  as  usual  since  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year. 

The  new  Bausch  &  Lomb  ortho-rater  for  eye  testing 
has  proved  invaluable.  When  a  notice  goes  home  to  a 
parent  requesting  examination  by  an  eye  specialist,  it 
is  sent  with  confidence  that  the  school  test  has  been 
done  under  the  most  accurate  conditions  possible.  Of 
course,  when  defects  are  found  in  school,  it  does  not 
necessarily  mean  that  the  child  needs  glasses  —  this 
must  be  the  doctor's  decision. 

A  registration  day  was  held  in  August  for  children 
entering  school  in  September.  This  could  be  made 
more  meaningful  to  the  children  if  it  were  done  on  a 
school  day  in  the  spring.  In  this  way  they  can  see  school 
in  action.  Even  better  would  be  to  invite  these  chil- 
dren to  attend  a  few  afternoon  sessions  during  their 
preschool  year. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Woman's  Club  who  again  spon- 
sored the  Dental  Clinic.  It  is  a  real  satisfaction  to  me 
and  to  the  parents  of  the  children  who  benefit,  to  get 
these  children  started  on  the  road  to  dental  health. 

First  graders  will  not  be  admitted  to  school  in  the 
fall  without  vaccination  unless  they  have  a  written 
excuse  from  the  family  doctor. 

Thank  you  all  for  your  continued  support  and  co- 
operation.
